One 
Democratic leader, Representative Un- 
derwood of Alabame, is regarded as a 
factor in the speakership race, but his 
ambition is to be chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, a plum which 
can be his in exchange for the support 
of Clark for Speaker. Swagar Sherley, 
a Louisville representative, is also re- 
garded as of speakership size, and Rep- 
resentative Henry of Texas has his del- 
egation solidly behind him.

Surprises in Rural Districts 
Which G. O. P. Considered 
Firm as Gibraltar.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—John A. Dix, 
the first Democratic nominee elected in 
16 years, will be the next Governor of 
the State of New York. He defeated 
Henry L. Stimson, Col, Roosevelt's 

candidate, by a plurality of 66,000, 

New York City gave Mr. Dix a plu- 
rality of 101,553, while the best Mr. Stim- 
s0n could do was to bring down to the 
Bronx a plurality of less than 40,000, 
the exact figures of which is yet to be 
determined. 4 

The Republican ticket was slaughtered 
all along the line, particularly in the 
rural districts up the State. In almost 
every county outside the’city of New 
York the normal Republican majorities 
were either greatly reduced or swept 
aside. Albany County, for instance, 
which gave ce plurality for Hughes two 
years ago, reversed itself yesterday and 
gave Mr. Dix a plurality of nearly 200. 

The changes in many of the rock- 
+ribbed Republican districts like St. Law- 
rence, Franklin and Chautauqua were 
unparalleled in the history of elections. 
Most of the factory and manufacturing 
towns, which were normally Republican, 
went Democratic. Dix carried Roose- 
velt'’s home county. 

Successor to Depew. 

The Legislature, which will choose a 
successor to Senator Chauncey M. De- 
pew, is apparently safely Democratic. 
In the Senate there will be 27 Democrats 
next session as against 16 in the last, 
when the Republicans had 3 membefs. 

In the Assembly the Democrats ap- 
parently have elected a safe working 
majority of the 150 mentbers. 

Democrats in Manhattan and the 
Bronx elected all their nominees for 
Congress and gained three seats in the 
national body. In the Seventeenth Dis- 
trict Henry George Jr., Democrat, beat 
W. 8S. Bennet, Republican, by more than 
a thousand votes. In the Fifteenth Dis- 
trict, Patten, Democrat, led Adam N. 
Bennett, Rep@lican, by more than 2600 
‘votes. Jefferson M. Levy, Democrat, 
took the measure of Herbert Parsons, 
Roosevelt’s personal representative in 
the management of party affairs in the 
State, in the Thirteenth District, being 
‘elected by nearly 2000 plurality. 

Congressmen Riordan, Goldfogel, Sulz- 
er, Fornes, Conroy and Harrison had lit- 
tle trouble in holding their seats. In 
Brooklyn Congressman Fitzgerald was 
an easy victor. In the Third Brooklyn 
district ex-Sheriff Hobley, Republican, 
was beaten. As-a rule the voters were 
closer on the other side of the bridge 
than in Manhattan. William M. Calder 
narrowly beat out Michael E. Butler in 
the Sixth District, and is the only Re- 
publican elected in Greater New York.

DELAGUA, Colo., Nov. 9.—Twelve men 
are known to have been killed in the 
explosion that wrecked a portion of 
Mine No. 3 of the Victor American 
Fuel Co. here yesterday. Nine men were 
rescued alive and 16 still are believed to 
be in the mine. 

Willis Evans, a young engineer, gave 
his life in the rescue of the four miners 
taken out alive last night. Evans joined

They were 260 feet from the surface 
and the passages were filled with after- 
damp. The rescuers feared to take the 
imprisoned men to the surface without 
helmets, and Evans and one of the other 
rescuers took off their helmets and 
gave them to two of the rescued men 
and waited for the return of the rescue 
party. When the rescuers returned, 
Evans had disappeared. They discov- 
ered him at 11 o'clock last night uncon- 
scious from gas. He never regained 
consciousness, and died at 6:45 this 
morning. His brother, Wallace Evans, 
was frantic with grief as he stood at 
his brother’s side and — in vain 
to revive him. 

The fire, which is blamed for the ex- 
plosion, is believed to nave started in a 
broken entry door. The fire has been 
extinguished.

He Is T. J. Dolan, Formerly

Former Chief of Detectives Desmond 
was present as a character witness for 
Dolan, 

It is charged that Dolan appropriated 
sick benefits paid by the association to 
Patrolmen James P. Gahen, Charles 
Gerlach and Thomas J. Finan while he 
was the Carr Street District’s represen- 
tative on the Executive Committee of 
the association. 

The three policemen were ill and re- 
ceived benefits from the association. On 
their recovery, the Police Board voted 
them full pay for the period of their in- 
capacitation. They turned the sick ben- 
efits, amounting to $75, back to Dolan 
to be repaid to the association.

COOK WAS NEVER 
NEAR NORTH POLE 


Men Who Were With Him 
Assert That He Traveled 
Arourtd in a Circle. 


MAP IS CALLED FALSE 


Information Gleaned by Ex- 
plorer Rasmussen Is Given 
to Public. 


By_ Azsociated Pre 
CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook was further discredited tn a cable 
dispatch to the Chicago Dally News 
yesterday, from its correspondent in 
Copenhagen, Denmark. The story was 
the first publication of the report. of 
Knud Rassmussen, the Danish explor- 
er, as sent by him to his wife tn Co- 
penhagen and now given out by her. 

Contained in the story is what pur- 
ports to be the statements of Cook's 
two Eskimo companions in the polar 
quest, Itukusuk and Apilak, in which 
they confirm Commander Robert JB. 
Peary’s charge that Cook traveled in 
a circle and never even approached the 
pole. Rassmussen in the story ie quot- 
ed as saying he himself did not inter 
view the men, but that their statements 
were taken by the Rev. Gustav Olsen 
and Kateket Sechmann Rosebach, mis- 
sionaries born in Greenland and at the 
time of obtaining the statements, 
working in the country from which 
Cook claimed to have started for the 
pole. 

Text of the Dispatch. 

The dispatch to the Daily News says: 

“Already in 1909, when I was on an 
expedition to Greenland,” writes Rass- 
mussen, “there existed grave doubts 
as to whether Dr.-Cook really had 
reached the pole, so I determined to 
find out from his two Eekimo compan- 
ions. I|' obtained their statements 
through the missionaries.” 

This is the story of the Eskimos, as 
>given in the dispatch: 

“We traveled from Annatook with 
eight sledges in company with Dr. 
Cook, at the first sunshine (February). 
From there to Ellesmere we slept only 
once on the ice. It took four days to 
cross Ellesmere land. WBWighteen days 
out our companions left us, We then 
had gone only about twelve English 
miles from land. 

“The ice was fine, and there was no 
reason to stop, for anyone who wanted 
to go on could do so. The nineteenth 
day Dr. Cook took observations with 
an instrument he held in his hand, and, 
we then changed our course westward. 

“We left here a lot of food for men 
and dogs and one of us (Itukusuk) went 
ahead to examine the ice. We reported 
it in good shape, which it was, but Dr. 
Cook looked at it and said it was bad. 

“On the way back we stopped at 
open water near the land. We stopped 
one day and went over to Ringmas 
Island before the snow had melted 
(April). We had not had the least fog 
on the ice, At this time, the sun was 
just below the horizon at night It was 
the month when it does not get dark 
(March). Later, when near Axel Hel- 
berg Land, we passed twe days In a 
fog. 

Cook Draws a Map, 

“One day I (Apilak) came upon Dr. 
Cook sitting down and drawing & map. 
I looked at it and asked him: 

“Whose route are you drawing? 

‘My own,” replied Dr. Cook. 

“But that was a lie, because he drew 
the map a long way out at sea, where 
we never had been. 

“We continued to shoot bears on the 
ice till we had enough for the dogs. We 
do not know how many nights we slept 
on this part of the journey. The small 
rivers hed only begun to break when 
we reached Hellsgate. 

“Here, as Dr. Céok directed us, we 
left our dogs behind us, although they 
were fat from the meat of bears. We 
crossed the great sound and had to 
push our boat along the ice. Dr. Cook 
said: 

“We will reach human beings (Baf- 
fins Land) within two days.’ ” 

“We had slept twice when he looked 
ahead and said he saw a tent, but it 
was only a stone. We kept hunting 
for human beings a long time. Then 
we came to an island on which elder 
birds were nesting. We followed the 
land past Cape Sparbo and when our 
provisions were fearly gone we re- 
turned toward Cape Seddon, where we 
arranged for wintering. 

“It was yet twilight the whole night 
and we built a house of peat and stone, 
just as we do at home. We sought wal- 
rus, musk ox and bear for the winter. 
With the bow we killed only two hares. 
We had a gun to kill musk ox and bear 
with. It was a fine autumn and we 
had. good provision for the winter. 

During the Gark time we were inside! 
most of the time, making. clothes, and 
Dr. Cook wrote all the time. At first 
sight we started... We pushed the sledge

TROPICAL STORM 


Owners Abandon Hope of 
Saving the  Arkadia, 
Bound for Porto Rico. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Officials of the 


New York and Porto Rico Steamship 
Co. admitted today that the missing 
steamship Arkadia had been given up 
for lost. She left New Orleans on Oct. 
ll for San Juan, Porto Rico. Since the 
day she left the Delta, nothing has been 
seen or heard of her. 

She was commanded by Capt. Grif- 
fiths and manned by a crew of 34, most 
of whom were natives of San Juan and 
the Isiand of Porta Rico. She also car 
ried four passengers, said to have been 
men bound fer work on the Guanica 
Central, the largest sugar plantation 
op the island. 

The steamer, built at Stockton, En- 
fiand, in 133%, was purchased by the 
United States Government for a trans- 
port In the Spanish War and immedi- 
ately afterwards passed *o the Parto 
Rico line. She is believed to have been 
another victim of the tropical hurri- 
cane which wrecked several.vessels off 
the coast of Cuba In mid-October. 


Conquered Previous Storm, 
The Arkadia was loaded with T0 
bags of flour, 2200 packages of rice, 7500 
bundles of box shoes, 634 barrels of pork, 
550 barrels of fertilizer, 1200 packages 
of building material and WO packages 
of general merchandise. 

In February, 1909, when Capt. Grif- 
fiths was ordered, because of heavy 
shipments of sugar, to make a special 
trip from New Orleans to New York 
with 380,000 sacks, she was struck by a 
storm off Hatteras, which almost sent 
her to the bottom. It was a two days’ 
fight, in which the ship was finally 
saved by careful handling. 

The Arkadia came out of the contest 
badly scarred and battered. Water, pil- 
ing In great pyramids, threatened to 
engulf her. The crew battled night and 
day and for 4 hours Capt. Griffiths 
never left the bridge. Her superstruc- 
ture excepted, she was for the two days 
practically submerged. She war 
berthed near the foot of Van Brunt 
street, Brooklyn, with her deck house 
doors burst in, extra steering gear box 
smashed and damaged forward. 

The steamship Massapequa, which left 
New Orleans on Oct. 2, reached San 
Juan all right, but saw nothing, not 
even wreckage, of the missing Arkadia.

YALE SHAKE-UP 
BEARS FRUIT IN 
TEAMS PRAGIICE 


Old Eli Eleven for First Time 
Satisfies Coaches in 
Workout. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 8—The 
rain and sleet which covered Yale field 


with over an inch of slush did not pre- 
vent the whole varsity squad from hold- 
ing an hour and a half of hard prac- 
tice yesterday, the coaches acting on the 
opinion that the Saturday of the Prince- 
ton or Harvard gamé might be a bad 
day and they should get used to a glip- 
pery field. Two years ago, the last time 
a Yale team went down to Princeton, 
the field was covered with snow and 
slush. 

There was en hour and a half of secret 
practice, but from the looks of the men 
when they came off the field there were 
no injuries. It waa said that there had 
been a scrimmage and that the practice 
was satisfactory to the coaches. The 
coaches inciuded Tom Sheviin, Frank 
Hinkey, Jim Rodgers, Burr Chamber- 
lain, Foster Sanford, Frank Butter- 
worth, Ted Coy, Harry Holt, Harry 
Vaughan and several others. 

The lineup was the same as on Mon- 
day: Kilpatrick, left end; Scully, left 
tackle; Fuller, left guard; Morris, cen- 
ter; McDevitt, right guard; Paul, right 
tackle; Bomeister, right end; Howe, 
quarterback; Daly, left halfback; Field, 
right halfback; Reilly, fullback. 

Change in Line-Up Helps. 

The coaches say that the change of 
Howe from fullback to quarterback is 
working well and that the change will 
be permanent. There js a question as 
to whether Reilly will be able to hold 
down the position of fullback, and it 
will be a close race between him and 
Baker for the position. 

In spite of the story that, because of 
the poor record of the Yale team this 
year, there would be many unoccupied 
seats at the Yale-Harvard game this 
year, the ticket office announced today 
that all late applications would be re- 
turned, freshmen in all departments cut 
down to .one seat apiece, and with all 
this, there are 1200 more applications 
than there are seats, which must : be 
settled in. some way. The probable re- 
sult will be drawn by lots from among 
the graduatea applications, with much re- 
sultant “soreness,” but it is the best 
that the management could do. 

Harvard has asked for 15,000 seats, the 
largest number ever asked for, leaving 
only 18,000 for Yale. Both Yale and 
Harvard have cut out all the borrowed 
applications. There are still plenty of 
tickets here for the Yale-Princeton 
game.

THE SMASHING OF PROHIBITION. 

We congratulate St. Louis and Missouri on the 
overwhelming defeat of*the prohibition amend- 
ment. It is a wise and righteous decision of the 
people which saves both the city and State from 
The Post-Dispatch 
‘takes a peculiar pleasure in extending these con- 
gratulations. This paper took the lead in the bat- 
tle against Amendment No. 10. It began before 
the voters had registered. Its appeal “to save 
St. Louis” met with a tremendous popular re- 
sponse. An immediate result was the largest 
registration of voters in the history of the city. 
It led the fight thereafter and in the result it 
finds justification of its leadership and approval 
of its conduct. 

So large is the majority against the prohibitory 
amendment that a fair conclusion is that every 
point raised in objection to it was effective. There 
is not a shadow of doubt that both the city and 
the State are unalterably opposed to prohibition, 
because it infringes personal liberty; because ‘it 
promotes vice, immorality and uisrespect for law, 
order and decency; because it impairs business 
stability, upsets values and lessens material pros- 
perity. The verdict is that prohibition is neither 
good morals, good business nor good sense. So 
emphatically das this judgment been written that 
thé question of its practicability. or advantage or 
necessity should never again be brought forward 
in Missouri to assume the proportions of a po- 
litical issue. 

Credit for the momentous defeat of this amend- 
ment is largely due to the Citizens’ Defense Com- 


mittee. Whatever the brewers, the distillers and 


the liquor dealers did in opposition was done of 
their own motion and without the assistance of or 
alliance with the determined citizens who rightly 
disregarded the personal interests of the liquor 
men and placed themselves on the broad ground 
of a sound public policy. They adhered to their 
early resolves with perfect consistency. They 
gained the confidence of the people and they 
have now the satisfaction of seeing victory as 
‘the reward of their honest and public-spirited 
efforts.

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THE FRANCIS MISTAKE. 

. The Post-Dispatch accepts the defegt of David 
R. Francis for the Democratic senatorial nomina- 
tion as a wise and just decision of the Democrats 
.of Missouri on the question of his availability for 
the office of United States Senator. But we do 
not rejoice in his humiliation. We regret the 
necessity of defeating a citizen of St. Louis of his 
prominence, ability, official experience and uni- 
versally acknowledged qualities of public leader- 
ship. We regret the necessity, in view of the 
crucial struggle of the people against the or- 
‘ganized forces of plutocracy for control of the 
Government, which compelled the Post-Dispatch 
to direct public attention to the record, the ut- 
terances, the affiliations and the interests of Mr. 
Francis, bearing upon his fitness for the Senate. 
These we believed rendered him unavailable to 
represent Democracy in Congress. 

The task of enlightening the Democracy of the 
State on the great blunder which the nomination 
of Mr. Francis would involve was performed re- 
gretfully, but thoroughly and fearlessly, by the 
Post-Dispatch. We published accurate, conserva- 
tive statements concerning Mr. Francis’ acts, 
utterances, interests, affiliations.

Corporation Laws Need Improving. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The impression left by a recent editorial in the 
Post-Dispatch was that corporations organized 
under the laws of Arizona, New Jersey and Dela- 
ware were prima 1 of the wild cat variety. 

The standing a corporation’ and its integ- 
rity to its stockholders depends not so much upon 
the laws of the State granting it a charter as it 
does upon the men who foster the corporation. 
If their motives are sinister and the scheme is to 
swindle then the laws of Missouri offer no more 
protection than the laws of any other state. 

Our courts are now struggling to untangle the 
affairs of two corporations organized under the 
insurance laws of Missouri—corporations that 
were supposed to be under the tutelage of our 
Insurance Department. The wreck there seems to 
be complete and the loss to the stockholders a 
total loss. The laws of Missouri afford no pre- 
tection in such cases. 

Again, while the laws of Missouri require that 
the capital stock shall be at least half paid up 
in “lawful money of the United States,” it has 
frequently been held by our courts that its equiva- | 
lent in value satisfies the requirements of the 
statute.. Now this is substantially the requirement 
of every other state. You cannot pay up your 
captial stock with “stage money” any more under 
the laws of Arizona, New Jersey or Delaware than 
you can under the laws of Missouri. 

The laws of Missouri give a stockholder the 
absolute right of examination of the books and 
papers of the company. I can buy one share of 
stock in any corporation in Missouri and de- 
mand the right of examination and enforce that 
demand in the courts of Missouri. I may repre- 
sent a rival concern and wish to get at their 
business secrets. The law says you cannot ques- 
tion my motives. It is enough “that I am a stock- 
holder. I can thus acquire information that I 
can use to the disadvantage of my rival. I can 
pry into the whole business of the company. 

The laws of Missouri give the Circuit Courts 
superintending control over the affairs of Missouri 
cerporations. With a few shares of stock in a 
rival concern which I wish to wreck I can file 
a suit for a receiver... Such a suit destroys the 
credit of the company at once. A receiver, after 
jong delay may be denied, but I have accomplished 
my purpose and ruined the company. 

It is such unwise laws as this that have driven 
men to organise corporations under the laws of 
states that at least give them an even chance for 
life. Most corporations can be stifled in their in- 
fancy by adverse litigation, and it is because in 
an effort to protect the minority stockholders the 
laws of Missouri have opened the doors wide for

Acting Charge d’ Affaires 
Obeys Government In- 
structions in Statement. 


NEWSPAPERS ACCUSED 


Document Charges Story to 
“Malicious Mendacity of 
Yellow Journalism.”

PANAMA, Nov. 9.—Charles Campbell, 
secretary of the American legation 


here and charge d’affaires during the 
absence of Minister Thomas C. Dawson 
in Nicaragua to look into the financia!

the Government of the republic of 
Panama Monday this communication: 

“I am in receipt of special instructions 
from my Government, authorizing me 
to emphatically deny that the Presi- 
dent of the Government of the United 
States entertains any such intentions 
against the integrity of the republic of 
Panama as have gained currency. My 
Government earnestly desires that no 
credence should be given at any time to 
the malicious mendacity of yellow jour- 
nalism.”” 

. This communication is not taken more 
seriously than was the cable received 
from - Carlos C. Arosemena, Panama 
Minister in Washington, In which he 
stated on the authority of Mr. Taft 
that neither Mr, Taft nor the Govern- 
ment of the United States has now or 
ever had “any intention of trying to 
annex Panama.” 

Case of Richard D. Marsh Cited. 

The skepticism with which the Wash- 
ington denials are viewed is not less- 
ened by the recent experience of Rich- 
ard D. Marsh, until latély secretary of 
legation here. Notwithstanding the 
State Department’s repudiation of Mr. 
Marsh's interference in behalf of the 
election of Samuel - Lewis, William 
Nelson Cromwell’s candidate, to the 
presidency of Panama, everybody here 
is convinced that Washington initiated 
the scheme and then made Mr. Marsh 
the scapegoat when he failed. The fact 
is that at least half a dozen persons 
saw Mr. Marsh’s instructions, which 
stated, among other things, that the 
Government of the United States would 
be pleased if Mr. Lewis were to be 
elected. It is also Known here that, al- 
though Mr. Marsh was recalied, he was 
not disgraced, and that he is still an 
official of the State Department in good 
standing in’ Washington. 

The Panama Journal (the official or- 

gan of the Panama Government), which 
owes its existence to Mr. Cromyell’s 
liberality, prints Mr. Campbell's state- 
ment under the scare head, “The World 
ie a Yelluw Journal.” 
+ Mr. Campbell refused today to say 
whether the State Department instruct- 
ed him to use the terms “yellow jour- 
nal” and “malicious mendacity.’’ 

The New York World and Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent talked with many 
prominent Panamaians, including some 
former high officials, and with scarcely 
an exception they all admit that Pan- 
ama’s present status is impossible. The 
expenses of the Government are greater 
than the revenues and the administra- 
rion is incompetent. 

Important business interests general- 
ly recognize the instability of the repub- 
lic and would welcome either annexation 
by the United States as a territory or a 
definite understanding, eliminating the 
turmoil] and uncertainty resulting from 
American interference in Panama elec- 
tions. 

Advocates End of Autonomy. 

“As long as America is going to dic- 
tate our elections, anyway,” said a 
prominent Panamanians it would be bet- 
ter to put an end to the useless expense 
of autonomy.” 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent has 
learned authoritatively that the coaling 
question was misun@erstood in the Bev- 
orly dispatches.
